CYCLONE VISITS KENOSHA 



Barns Blown Down, Trees Uprooted, Erase- 
merits Flooded and other freaks Caus- 
ing Large Damages in County 



One of the most severe storms that 
we have experienced in years swept 
over Northern Illinois and Southern 
Wisconsin early Saturday morning. 
And while a veritable cloudburst ac- 
companied by a, high wind and sharp 
flashes of lightning visited this locality, 
the rainfall registering 5.10 inches and 
considerable damage to the crops by 
reason of washing resulted, no heavy 
lossers have been reported. But other 
neighboring places were more unfor- 
tunate by far. 

At Kenosha thousands of dollars 
worth of damage is said to have been 
done. Basements were flooded to the 
depth of two or three feet The home 
of 0. Nelson at south Kenosha, was 
demolished when struck by the wind 
and Nelson was found buried in the de- 
bris and hour later. He was uncon- 
scious at the time buthas a good chance 
of recovery. The Hotel Jacobs was 
struck by lightning causing a punic 
among the guests, barns were blown 
down and. trees uprooted. Mrs. Mary 
Printz, who was ill, died from the 
shock when the small cyclone struck 
her home. 

At Waukegan conditions were much 
the same. One barn was fired by 
lightning causing a damage of about 
$50. One residence was struck and 
damaged to the extent of S75. Emi' 
Jensen proprietor of the Waukegan 
Upholstering Company located in the 
basement under the WaukegaTi Post- 
office places his loss at about 2,000 due 
to two feet of water which backed into 
the place and ruined the . stoves and 
furniture stored there. 

Telephone and electric light service 
were severely crippled. The Spone- 
burg home at Gurnee was hit and a 
conflagration started but was extin- 
guished before any great amount of 
damage was done. 

Tne Public Service Company jof 
Northern Illinois came in for its share 
of loss, wires were broken in many 
places und the repair crews were kept 
busy making repairs all next day. 

The heavy fall of water caused a 
large section of the roadbed of the St. 
Paul railroad, south of Russell, to be 
washed away completely stopping all 
traffic. As soon as possible a gravel 
train was sent out and the work of fill- 
ing in was started.

I Mr. Brown was awakened by a noise 

that sounded as if someone was forcing 

I his way into his barn. Then he heard 

''the neighing of his horse. Quickly 

1 slipping on his clothes, he grasped his 

revolver in his hand and made his way 

to the barn. He slipped in quietly and 

saw the negro standing with one arm 

around the horse's neck.* 

The negro saw him at almost the 
same time and started toward him in a 
threatening manner, paying no atten- 
tion to Brown's stern command to throw 
up his hands. 

Not i wishing to have a hand to hand 
encounter in the dark, Mr. Brown 
thought to frighten the negro and fired 
his bullet which lodged in the wall near 
the negro's head. This proved suffici- 
ent and the fellow at once began to 
abjectly beg for him not to shoot again. 
He raised his hands above his head and 
with the revolver still pointed at him 
followed Mr. Brown from the barn. 
Then he was started in the direction of 
of the police station, marching a few 
paces in front of Mr. Brown who held 
his cocked revolver in his hand ready to 
shoot in case the fellow made a break 
for liberty. Evidently the negro did 
not wish to taKe any chances and made 
his way to the station without further 
trouble. The police are commeding 
Mr. Brown and say that if more men 
had his pluck that thieves would be a 
little more careful.

Mark Martin of Chicago Meets Death by 
Drowning Farly Sunday Morning 

A young man about 25 years of age, 
a resident of Chicago, known to his 
friends as "Shorty" Miller, who had 
planned a pleasant outing at the "Fel- 
lowships Rod and Gun club. on the enst 
shore of Bluff Lake arriving there on 
Friday last, was the victim of a drown- 
ng accident early Sunday morning. 

At an early hour the young man ha"d 
tnken a boat and rowed out a consider- 
able distance from shore, and as he was 
alone in the boat and no one from the 
shore was an eye witness to the acci- 
dent it is not known whether he fell 
from the boat or whether he jumped in 
in for a swim and was attacked by 
cramps. At any rate his crys for help 
summoded his camping companions who 
were only in time to see 'him go down 
for the last time, being entirely unable 
to reach him before he sank. A search 
for the body was at once instituted but 
up to the time that we go to press* it 
has not yet been located. 

TRAGEDY IN THE 

DEATH OF A 

CIRCUS ACROBAT 



A little tragedy was enacted at Wau- 
conda Tuesday evening, when Chas. 
Ward, a performer with the circus that 
was giving an evening perform- 
ance at that place was suddenly strick- 
en with heart trouble and died. 

Ward was an aerial performer, and 
had just finished his "turn" on the high 
rings. He retired to his dressing room 
and was found dead a few minutes later. 

Ward's "stunt" was one of the lead- 
ing features of the entire bill put on 
by the circus which has been showing 
in various townships of the county for 
the past few weeks. Up in the air at 
the top of the large tent he did his act, 
which was one especialy daring and one 
that required great nerve. He had 
been traveling with the circus for some 
little time and had made a pronounced 
impression wherever his act had been 
exhibited. 

An inquest was conducted by Coroner 
Taylor to determine the cause of his 
death, which was casused by a hemor- 
rhage. 

It is not known where the dead man's 
home is, or whether, he has a home. 
He was widely known among the circus 
folks of the land for his daring and 
strength.

The "telephone burgular" is the very 
latest! 

If a man comes to your home, claim- 
ing to be a repair man for the telephone 
company, and on the pretext wishes to 
examine your telephone, you would well 
to make him show his credentials, as 
there is an even chance that he is one 
of the cleverest crooks who visited the 
city .'and may be planning to rob your 
home. The foregoing advice is given 
out by the Waukegan police as a result 
of a little incident that took place on 
Monday afternoon which convinces them 
that an attempt at burglary that has 
proved very successful in some of ths 
larger cities is being tried out in Wau- 
kegan. The plan, in short, is for the 
thief to enter the house during the day 
on some pretext, cut the telephone 
wires and then return at night to rob 
the place, secure in the knowledge that 
the owner can not notify the police un- 
til he has had ample time to make his 
escape. 

Monday afternoon a rather rough- 
looking character called at the home of 
Dr. Nesbitt, 202 Gillette avenue and 
announced that he was a repair man 
for the telephone company and that he 
had come to examine the telephone. 

On this pretext he was admitted and 
spent some little time in looking over 
the- phone. A little later he said that 
it would be necessary for him to get 
some tools and departed. After he had 
gone it was found that the telephone 
which before his visit was working per- 
fectly, was "dead" and it was impos- 
sible to get into, communication with 
central. An examination showed that 
the connection wires hod been severed 
with a knife or pair of pliers. 

Incidently the same man called at the 
M. S. Fagan home, 728 North County 
street, a short distance from the Nes- 
bitt 'home and on the same, pretext 
gained admittance and then proceeded 
to cut the wires in the same manner. 
The fact that the wires had been cut 
looked rather suspicious and both house 
owners called up the police and report- 
ed the matter. A policeman was de- 
tailed to go to the neighborhood of the 
two houses in the hope that he might 
surprise the supposed burgular in the 
act of breaking into one of the places, 
but the fellow apparently, in some 
manner had learned that his little game 
had been discovered and that the police 
were on the lookout for him for he did 
not put in an appearance. The occu- 
pants of both houses lay awake the 
greater part of the night, thinking to 
surprise the fellow if he made an ap- 
pearance, but seemingly he did not in- 
tend taking any chances. 

If this man is attempting to make it 
easy for him to rob places in Wauke- 
gan, his course answers a double pur- 
pose. By claiming to be a repair man 
for the telephone company he gains ac- 
cess to the house where he is able to 

acquaint himself with the surroundings 
in addition to cutting the wires. 



BODY FOUND IN FEW HOURS 



BOY ENVELOPED BY FLAME 



Was an Expert Swimmer, Accustomed to 

the Water But B eing Attacted by 

Cramps was Rendered Powerless 



Another accident was added to the 
list last Tuesday when LeRoy Crozner 
a young man about 19 years of age met 
his death by drowning in Fox Lake. 

Crozner who is a resident of Chicago 
had in company with a friend been 
camping in the vicinity of the Colonial 
Cafe, at which place he had spent con- 
siderable of his time. Tuesday after- 
noon Godfrey Johnson owner of the 
Cafe, Daniel Gethman and Frank Kelly 
started across the lake in.a launch tow- 
ing another boat. Just as they were 
about to start Cozher decided to go 
with them. When the party reached 
the middle of the lake, the victim sud- 
denly rolled into the water, whether by 
accident do one knew. On account of 
his being an expert swimmer accustom- 
ed to spending hours each day in the 
water his companions were not at first 
alarmed, but instead of taking care of 
himself a3 was expected he threw uP 
his hands and sank without once com- 
ing to the surface. 

The accident occurred about 300 
yards off Crabapple Island. A search 
for the body was at once begun and it 
was recovered Wednesday morning at 
6:15 o'clock. 

The boy with whom he camped hur- 
ried to Chicago to notify his parents 
and the body was shipped there at once, 
following the inquest on Wednesday 
morning, which resulted in a verdict of 
accidental death. 

The fact that he was an 
swimmer, facinated by the water and 
thoroughly acquainted with all its con- 
ditions gave rise to the theory that the 
act was one of suicide, but this was 
later disproven. That cramps caused 
his death was shown by the fact that 
his body, when found was all cramped 
out of his natural position. 



Explosion in Drug Store Starts Conflaga- 
ton and Nearly Causes Loss of Life 

Enveloped by Homes, Robert Dady, 
youngest son of Mrs. J. R. Dady of 115 
South County street, Waukegan, raced 
from a bed of lire in the Maiman drug 
store into the loving arms of workmen, 
who smothered the flames with their 
coats and saved the young lad's life. 

At 7:10 Saturday morning, workmen 
standing at the terminal of the Chicago 
& Milwaukee electric railroad were 
startled by the screams of the young 
lad; In less than three seconds the 
screaming lad appeared in the doorway 
of the Maiman drug store. He was en- 
veloped by flames from head to foot. 
Pulling off their coats the men rushed 
to his aid. The fire was smothered by 

them. 
Miss Ethel Murray, the only other 

occupant of the drug store made sever- 
al attempts to save the boy's life by the 
use of water. Twice she entered the 
prescription room where the flames 
were leaping as high as the ceiling and 
filled a bucket with water. 

The boy's clothing from the waist 
line up was destroyed by the fire. He 
suffered a slight skin burn about the 
abdomen. 

When the boy's life had been saved 
the workmen turned' in and saved the 
stock and building from destruction. 
The timely arrival of the workmen and 
the immediate discovery of the fire pre- 
vented a serious conflagration. Mr. 
Leo Maiman properietor of the drug 
store believes the fire was started by an 
explosion. 

Frank May, motorman on the C. & 
M. E. railroad, was the first to offer 
assistance to the boy in distress.. May 
was the man who opened the back door 
and threw out the burning material. 

The boy's screams for help could be 
heard for over a block. In less than 
two minutes a crowd of nearly 150 per- 
sons had assembled. 

It developes that a small bottle of 
alcohol exploded. Dady, it is reported, 
was lighting a patent gasoline burner 
when he dropped a lighter in the bottle. 
The explosion followed. His clothing 
was soaked with alcohol. Dr. Bellows 
was summoned to dress the boy's in- 
juries.

Announcement has been made of a 
dissolution of partnership of the Alden 
Bidinger and company, music stores in 
Waukegan and Kenosha, a concern 
which nas done business there for a 
number of years. The dissolution was 
made by mutual consent, Earl G. Alden 
being tne retiring member of the firm. 
L, F. Bidinger and James C. O'Shea, 
the remaining members of the firm, 
will conduct the business, the former 
being in charge of the Kenosha store 
owned by the firm and the latter in 
charge of Waukegan store. They will 
assume all the liabilities. 

Mr. Alden will continue to tune and 
sell pianos in Lake county where he 
has a' large acquaintance, but will not 
open a store. The announcement of 
tne, change in the well-known firm 
comes as a surprise to many, chiefly 
because it has continued under the 
same management for so many years. 



Out of about thirty employes at the 
Armour ice houses at Round Lake fif- 
teen or twenty of whom some were 
foreigners, became dissatisfied with 
their salary Friday morning and decid- 
ed that they would call a strike.. 

A petition was circulated and the dis- 
satisfied ones signed it after which it 
was presented to Superintendent Fen- 
derson. Mr. Fenderson informed them 
thut he was unable to grant an im- 
mediate raise in pay, but that he would 
take it up with the head office in Chi- 
cago. 

The men went to work Saturday 
morning, apparently satisfied with ex- 
isting conditions. After about two and 
one half cars had been loaded, the men 
decided that they would not work any 
longer and went to the superintendent 
and «asked for their pay, stating, 
through their leader that they had de- 
cided to quit and get their pay at once. 
Mr, Fenderson informed the men that 
they would have their money Monday 
morning. They made the threat that 
the company would not load any more 
ice from the houses. 

Not wishing to have any property de- 
stroyed or lives injured Mr. Fenderson 
called Marshal McMillen of Grayslake 
to be on the scene at 6 o'clock Monday 
morning. McMillen with other regular 
men of the company, was on guard 
when it was time for the men to star,t 
to work. Two of the strikers made 
their way to the ice house just before 
time to start work, but when they saw 
the marshal aad the other men who 

stood ready to help him, they left in a 
body for Round Lake village where they 
took the train for Chicago.

He caught one 
near Rondout and found the other two 
in the St. Paul railroad depot. 

They had a small quantity of jewelry, 
a $40 camera and a few other articles, 
all the property of Mr. Mormow when 
arrested.

The 10 year old son of Elmer Curry 
of Wadsworth, was attacked and per- 
haps fatally bitten by a dog belonging 
to Frank Cashmore of the same village 
last Thursday afternoon about three 
o'clock. The dog would have torn the 
child to pieces had it not been for the 
fact that he was clubbed into loosening 
his hold on the boy. 

Dr. Young of Gurnee was summoned 
and gave instructions to have the dog 
tied up securely to see if he gives any 
symptoms of rabies, of which it is fear- 
ed he was Buffering at the time he at- 
tacked the boy. At the first sign the 
boy will be rushed to the Pasteur In- 
stitute in Chicago. The boy's arm was 
terribly lacerated by the animal's teeth 
the flesh in places being almost torn in 
to ribbons. One of his legs also was 
badly torn. 

For some little time the dog hadjbeen 
very ugly and had been acting rather 
strangely. For this reason he had 
been tied up in the yard. Thursday 
afternoon the Curry boy was playing in 
the Cashmore yard. 

His presence seemed to excite the 
dog and several times the animal leap- 
ed forward upon the boy knocking the 
little fellow to the ground. 

A second later the dog's teeth were 
buried in the boy's arm. Snapping and 
snarling the animal tore at the flesh, 
the taste of warm blood seeming to in- 
furiate him to an even greater degree. 
The leg also came in for its part of the 
attack. The dog worried the boy as he 
might a bone or a piece of meat. 

Terrified beyond measure the lad 
screamed at the top of his voice. They 
attracted the attention of one of the 
Cashmore boys who ran from the house. 
He took in the boy's serious predicament 
at a glance and grabbed up a club which 
lay near, sprang at the dog and began 
to,beat the animal over the head. The 
animal stopped his attack of the boy 
and would have sprang at young Cash- 
more had not a well directed blow from 
the club sent him spinning. By this 
time he seemed to have enough of the 
fight and slunk away. Later he was 
tied up more securely. 

The boy victim was carried into the 
house and Dr Young summoned. Tne 
boy's condition is regarded as critical.

This Is a story of soma of his 
adventures told by himself for tho first time.) 

EAR tho closo of 1S89 I wab Belted 
with a freak of fancy to visit 
Cairo, tho ancient capital of the 
kings of Egypt — those glorious old 
marauding monarchs who made 
despotism a flno art, and graft a 
religion. 

Under my British name of 
George MacFarlano I stopped nt 
Shepheards* Hotel, thon the homo 
of all pilgrims, and gavo myself 
up to tho enjoyment of now scenes. 
It was at tho height of tho tourist season, follow- 
ing tho Christmas holidays, and there was an 
abundance of company, mado of cultured Euro- 
peans and a few Americans of gentle birth, for 
that was before Cairo was overrun with tho over- 
rich. The time was delightfully whlled away for 
a month before anything happened to Indlcato 
tho reason for my being thero, but within less 
than half of that time I had renewed acquaint- 
ance with tho man who was really the key to tho 
situation, though I did not suspect It at tho time. 

He and I had been

I was 
about to walk away to avoid their pestering 
when my eyes met those of the ono who was 
In tho lead, and Instantly I was attracted In 
place of being repelled. 

Her sparkling eyos, turned full on mo and 
Ignoring all else, told mo as plainly a9 words 
could have done that sho had some message 
for me, and, suspecting that tho moment for 
which I had been waiting for weeks had ar- 
rived, I walked slowly toward her, as though 
In a mood to barter.

"Common aalt?" 

"iob. In targe quantities common 
aalt Is a vlolbnt Irritant. It seta up se- 
vere inflammation of tho stomach, and 
kills as surely as arsenic. 

"Saltpeter, that colors bacon and 
corned beef an attractive red, Is a 
powerful poison. One ounce has killed 
a person In throe hours. Many people 
have been poisoned by this salt. 

"You muBt know that your Christ- 
mas pudding and tho icing of your 
wedding cake are Incomplete unless 
flavored with bitter almonds. I am 
not sure how many bitter almonds it 
takea to kill a man, but they contain 
a good deal of this prussio acid that 
you object to. 

"Oxalic acid, with which foolish peo- 
ple so often commit Bulclde, is the 
Bait which glveB rhubarb and sorrel 
their pleasant flavor. It la a violent 
irritant and dreadfully painful poison. 

"Need I tell you that caffein, the ex- 
hilarating principle of coffeo and tea, 
ia a poison? 

"In nearly all our condlmentB we 
eat poison. The oils of nutmeg, cloves, 
black pepper, cinnamon, peppermint, 
carrawuy, horseradish, thyme, etc., 
are all poisonous In largo doses. Black 
pepper contains a fiery, volatile oil, 
capable of burning a hole in your 
Btomach, if it was not moved on, while 
its pipeline is a sure poison. Cay- 
enne pepper, or capsicum, Is still more 
Irritant. 

"But, besides poisons which we take 
from choice, there aro others which It 
la Impossible to avoid swallowing In 
these daya of complex feeding. Arsenic 
is a very common ingredient In beer, 
jam, sweets, etc., mnde with glucose. 
Fortunately, the liver acts more or 
less as a filter and saves us from serl« 
bus consequences."— St. Louis Globe-

Wall of Water Twenty-five Feet High 
Sweeps Down Cherry Creek, De- 
vastating Big Part of City— 
High Wind Helps. 

Denver, Colo., July 17.— Two dead, 
15 Injured, 1,000 men, women and 
children homoless and $2,500,000 
worth of property In ruins la the ro- 
Bult of a cloudburst which pourod 
down the shallow bed of Cherry creek, 
through this city, Into tho South 
Platto river Sunday night. 

Fraud Hill und Mrs. Lydla Rlckford 
iro known to be dead. Zoe Wallace 
and Albert Clay aro missing, as a»e 
several others. 

The big city auditorium is a refugee 
camp commanded by Fire Commis- 
sioner McGrow nud Chief of Police 
O'Nell. Hundreds of the homeless 
men, women and children gathered 
there aro fed. by the city. Twenty- 
Qve babies from six months to six 
years old, whose parents nro believed 
to have been lost, aro In the car© 
of the police matron. 

After directing relief and rescue 
work, Mayor Arnold organized relief 
parties to begin tho search of tho 
courso of tho llood, which is a trail 
of wrecked dwellings, debris from 
which is heaped in tho sluggish cur- 
rent of tho South Platte. 

Tho chamber of commerce has 
opened a relief subscription. The 
flood is without parallel In tho his- 
tory of tho city. 

Reports along the course of Cherry 
cceek indlcato an augiuentat/y of the 
loss of property in the outlying dis- 
tricts. • 

Had it not been for a note of warn- 
ing sounded over tho telephone to the 
city hall just before the crest of the 
Hood reached the city many could not 
have escaped death. 

Tho message, from a person as yet 
unknown, was repeated along tho 
courso of tho creek and some of the 
dwellers were able to flee in time, 
many in ' their night clothes. That 
many were caught In their sleep Is 
the general belief. 

The crest of the cloudburst was 
preceded by a storm with a wind 
velocity of forty-eight miles an hour. 
In two hours' hard rain the streets 
and sewers were overflowing, the 
tramway lines were out of commis- 
sion, hundreds were marooned In the 
parks around tho city and fifty miles 
of city roadway was destroyed. 

Then came a lull of four hours, 
•luring which the car lines were re- \ 
turning to schedule through flooded 
streets. 

It was then that the cry of warn- 
ing of tho coming llood reached the 
city hall and Mayor Arnold. Within 
thirty minutes a wall of water twenty* 
five feet high descended on tho city 
in Cherry creek, the course of which 
enters the city near the southeast 
corner and flows northwest through

Atlantic City, N. J., July 15.— Dele- 
gates of tho national Prohibition con- 
vention after a three-day session 
marked by tumultuous scenes and fac- 
tional strife that threatened to split 
tho party in twain, nominated on Fri- 
day night Eugene W. Chnfln of Illi- 
nois and Arizona for president and 
Aaron S. Watklns of Ohio for vice- 
president. Chafln and Watklns head- 
ed the party In the 190S campaign. 

The end of the convention was, how- 
ever, astonishingly harmonious consid- 
ering the acrimonious debates that 
have marked Its early meetings. This 
was largely due to the fact that tho 
presidency of the party is regarded In 
the hearts of tho delegates as an hon- 
orary position only and also that a 
forfeit of $300 would accrue If tho con- 
vention went over another day. 

The first man to take tho rostrum 
and place a candidate before the dele- 
gates was F. J. Sibley of Arizona, 
chairman of the resolutions commit- 
tee. Mr. Sibley presented the name 
of Eugene W. Chafln. 

Chafln won the nomination on the 
first ballot with 594 votes out of a 
possible S67. 

F. \V. Pearson, a close friend of Vir-

Vessels and Bars Railroad 

Owned Ships. 

, Washington, July 12.— Great Brit- 
ain has requested that tho enactment 
of tho Panama canal administration 
bill he hold In abeyance until Mitch- 
ell Innes, tho British charge, can pro- 
Bent a note In behalf of his govern- 
ment. This move confronts congress 
nnd tho Btato department with an ex- 
traordinary situation, hut Is likely to 
have little effect In delaying tho pas- 
sage of tho canal bill, according to 
leading senators. 

Tho request for delay haB been com- 
municated to tho senato Intcrocennlo 
canalB committee. It camo from tho 
summer embassy nt Klnco, Me., and 
was sent by Mr. Innes/ acting for Am- 
bassador Bryce, who Is in Now Zea- 
land. 

While tho reasons for tho request 
aro not Btated In tho charge's note, 
there Is no doubt that the British gov- 
ernment is concerned in the clause to 
grant free passage through the canal 
to Amorlcan vessels in coastwlso 
trado, and that relating to tho pas- 
sage of railroad-owned ships. Tho 
Canadian railways aro deeply concern- 
ed In both, and it is thought that 
somo or the representations will bo 
mado In their behalf. 

Tho canal bill Is now in tho senate 
committee, with the prospect of being 
roportod soon, and will then go to con- 
ference with the houso. 

One of tho provisions In tho bill as 
It now stands would make It Impos- 
sible for Canadian railroad ships to 
pass through tho canal if they en- 
gaged in coastwise trade. Then the 
question of free tolls to certain 
classes of Amorlcan ships Involves tho 
old question of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty.

SENATE UNSEATS LORIMER 

BY VOTE O F 55 TO 28 

Resolution Adopted Declares That Bribery Was Used in lllinois- 
an's Election and That His Election Is Invalid— He Leaves 
Chamber With Smile on His Face. 



Washington, July 15.— William Lori- 
mcr lost his fight to retain his seat 
In the United States senate. 

By a vote of 55 to 28 tho senate 
Saturday adopted tho Lea resolution 
declaring his election Invalid. 

Tho Lea resolution follows: 

"Resolved, That corrupt methods 
and practices were employed In tho 
election of William Lorlmer to the 
senate of the United States from the 
state of Illinois and that his election 
was therefore Invalid." 

Cuilom Against Colleague. 

Senator Cuilom, who was defeated 
for renomination in tho April pri- 
maries in Illinois because of his vote 
for Lorlmer a year ago, voted against 
him in tho final test. He gavo out 
a statement explaining he had become 
convinced that tho election was at- 
tended by corruption. 

Other senators who voted for him 
last year, but changed to the other 
side, were Brlggs of Now Jersey, Cur- 
tis of Kansas, Simmons of North 
Carolina and Watson of West Vir- 
ginia. 

Brlggs and Curtis aro Republicans, 
while Simmons and Watson are 
Democrats. ■ 

Jones Votes for Lorlmer. 

The only senator who voted against 
Lorimer last year and voted for blm 
this time was Senator Jones of 
Washington, ono of tho five majority 
members of tho investigating commit- 
tee who reported in favor of tho Illi- 
nois senator. 

Eighteen of twenty-five senators 
who have taken their seats since tho 
Lorimer vote was taken a year ago 
voted against Lorimor. Most of tho 
now senators aro progressives, who 
took tho places of reactionary Repub- 
licans and Democrats. 

Solemn Scene at Voting. 

Tho voting of Senator Lorlmor's 
right to retain his seat was a solemn 
proceeding. 

There was a deadly sllonco'In tho 
Hcnate chambor while tho roll was 
being called. When tho announce- 
ment of the vote was made thoro 
was no sound of approval or disap- 
proval. 

While tho vote was being taken Mr. 
Lorimer sat in his seat in tho bnck 
row on the . Republican side of tho 
chamber. His face wbb flushed and 
for the first time slnco ho began the 
long fight ho seemed to grow ner- 
vous. Ho appeared dejected and de- 
pressed. No ono spoke to him while 
the roll call was In progress. 
Lorlmer Leaves Chamber. 

When the announcement of tho 
vote was made Mr. Lorimor, no longer 
a senator, arose slowly. Ho braced 
his shoulders, throw his head in tho 
air, allowed a strange smllo to come 
over his. face and walked heavily to- 
ward the door. As he reached the 
door Senators Smoot, Crane and

When Mr.. Lorimor reached the 
outer floor of tho chamber ho found 
a crowd waiting to express sympathy. 
Many In tho crowd wore strangers 
who had listened to his speech and 
been won to his sldo. Several women 
were In tho group, among them fall 
sisters of charity in the garb of their 
order.' 

During his final speech Mr. Lorimor 
reiterated his intention to keop up 
tho fight. Just how ho will do this 
was not made clear, but It is Inferred 
that ho will continue to organize his 
friends throughout Illinois and en- 
deavor to regain his political power. 
Ho has declared repeatedly during 
his speech that as long as his strength 
holds out he will devote- himself to 
spreading whnt ho terms tho truth 
regarding, his caso throughout the 
nation. 

Dixon Makes Denial. 

After Mr. Lorlmer sat down Sena- 
tor Dixon of Montana, Roosevelt's 
campaign manager, arose to deny tho 
charges contained In afll davits pre- 
sented by Mr. Lorlmer relative to 
alleged promises of money to Taft 
delegates If they would swing to 
Roosevelt. » 

Before tho roll call was started 
Senator Tillmnn of South Carolina 
asked permission to explain his vote. 
He sent a statement to the reading 
clerk which was read. Senator Till- 
man voted for Lorlmer last year and 
did so again In tho final ballot. Ho 
Is running for re-election in his state 
and has serious opposition, but de- 
clared ho would vote against Lorimer. 
Senator Tillman wept while por- 
tions of his statement wero read. 
Cuilom May Get Vacancy. 

Governor Deneen has tho power to 
appoint Lorlmer's successor, but in 
view of tho fact that he Is in tho 
middle of a campaign It is possible 
he may allow the place to remain 
vacant until January, when the leg- 
islature convenes. 

Discussion of the possibility of Sen- 
ator Cullom's olection to servo out 
Senator Lorlmer's unexpired term 
has been rovlved as a result of the 
senior senator's vote against Lorimer. 
Senator Cullom's term will expire on 
March ' 4 next year. Lawrence Y. 
Sherman Is slated to succeed' him. 
If at that time Senator Cuilom should, 
bo named for the Lorlmer vacancy he* 
would serve until March 4, 1015. 
First Ousted for Bribery. 

Mr. Lorlmer Is tho first senator over 
ousted because of corruption in a 
senatorial election. W. A. Clark of 
Montana resigned from tho senate to 
escape expulsion and afterward was 
re-elected. The elections of other 
senators have been Investigated, but 
charges against them have not been 
sustained.

NEW EDUC ATION OF TARTAR 

jPhonetlo System of Teaching Reading 

and Wrltlno Introduced Among 

Indian Mohammedans. 

Constantinople — Iohmnil Bok Gas- 
prlnsky, the odltor of tho Torjuman, 
tho oldost Tartar nowspaper in Rus- 
sia, and tho plonoor of tho modern 
^Tartar educational movement, widely 
known outside Russia as having ini- 
tiated about flvo years ago a move- 
Jment for convonlng a general con- 
gross of Mohammedans to discuss tho 
causes of tho backwardness of Moham- 
medan peoples, has returned from 
Bombay, whore ho wont to opon . a 
modern elementary school which 
should servo to Introduce? among In- 
dian Mohnmmcdans tho phonetic sys- 
tem of teaching children to read and 
write. Tho Importance of this stop 
is not obvious at first sight, but the 
adoption of tho phonetic system means 
tho adoption of now principles of In- 
struction generally. It means break- 
ing with tho traditional Mohammedan 
scholastic system. And for this rea-. 
son tho "now method," as It Is called, 
has becomo among Russian Moham- 
medans a watchword of reform and Is 
vigorously opposed by tho adherents 
of tho old school. 

In Ub cssenco tho "now mothod" 
means that children, Instead of be- 
ing taught to read by spelling out tho 
names of tho letters of tho Arabic al- 
phabet which Is used by all Moham- 
medans, are taught at once to asso- 
ciate letters with sounds and to form 
them into syllables. M. Gasprlnsky 
has discovered by long experience In 
Russia that by the new system an 
enormous amount of time Is saved. 
Tho average child can by Us means 
learn to read Intelligently in 40 days, 
whereas under the old system six 
months or a year wero necessary, and 
then tho result was unsatisfactory. 
Tho mullahs who have adopted the 
new ^system In tho Crimea have found 
themselves compelled to fill In tho 
time saved by giving Instruction In 
other subjects, bucIi as geography and 
hygiene, otherwise the period of in- 
struction would have been so short 
that their slender lncomo from tho 
village schools would have grown 
more slender still. 

The new system has already been 
adopted at the Normal School for 
Teachers, established at Constanti- 
nople, after the constitution, and tho 
teachers who aro now being trained 
will gradually Introduco it in ele- 
mentary schools all ovor tho country.

slnco Napoleon's time had been used 
for the storing of military aupplles, 
haB been thrown open to tho public. 
Tho donjon is over 1G0 feet in height, 
and from its summit an excellent 
view of the surrounding country can 
be obtained. Tho walls aro 10 feet 
thick and there Is a winding stair- 
case of 327 steps. Thero are five 
stories, and* on clearing out tho place 
N C0,000 muskets, of tho First Empiro 
wore found on tho first floor, while 
above wero 100,000 sabres, together 
with a quantity of saddles and -bridles 
of tho same period. 

All those things havo now been re- 
placed by contemporary relics illus- 
trating tho history of tho tower dur- 
ing 700 years. Thero is also data 
showing tho famous events in which 
tho struciuro played a part and tho 
equally famous prisoners confined be- 
hind its massive walls. 

As far back as 1104, writes Capt. 
do Fossa, in a pamphlet ho has pre- 
pared on the subject, Louis VII. con- 
ceived tho project of building a royal 
rosldenco at Vlncennes, in tho wood 
of which tho earlier monarchs often 
hunted. Philippe Augusto and his 
successors improved and enlarged tho 
chateau, in which many of them 
dwelt. It was later utilized as a state 
prison, and in 1740 the porcelain fac- 
tory which was romoved to Sovres ten 
year later was established there. 
Then tho ediflco became tho quar- 
ters of a military school for- a brief 
period, and afterward a manufactory 
of arms. 

In 1788, at tho timo of the French 
Revolution, Vlncennes was ranged 
among tho royal chateaux which wero 
to be Bold, but did not find a pur- 
chaser. Thon camo Napoleon, who 
turned tho historic castlo into a mili- 
tary storehouse. Among tho mon- 
archs who have died there wero Louis 
VII., Philippe V., and Charlos IV., and 
also Henry V. of England.

To satisfy the average jicrcon, a 
steak, ,chop or roast' must be palatable, 
nutrltlouH and not too expensive. To 
most people, however, the dbtalnlng 
of moat having those qualities seems 
to be largely a matter of luck. Al- 
though It is customary to blame bad 
luck to tho butcher, much of It easily 
can bo eliminated by learning the 
chnractcrlsts that go to mako up pala- 
tablllty, nutritive value and economy 
In the different cuts. 

Fresh, sound, sweet meat Is, of 
course, tho only kind to be considered. 
Such meat Is almost odorless, but has 
a slight fleshy smell that Is pleasant 
to tho olfactory nerves of a normal 
person. A strong, stale, or tainted 
condition may usually be told by nat- 
ural Instinct. 

Tenderness is tho first requisite In 
the minds of mosi meat market pat- 
rons; so much bo, that other essentials 
of good meat aro usually sacrificed to 
secure It. For instanco, veal Is In con- 
stant demnnd, even at high prices, 
because of Its tender nature, whereas 
mature beef Is much more nutritious, 
has a decidedly richer flavor, loses 
less weight in cooking, and, further- 
more, if properly cooked, may be 
mado practically as tender. Tho In- 
dications of tenderness are fine, smooth 
grain or fiber, little connective tissue 
(the white, membranous substance be- 
tween and about the fibers and mus- 
cles of meat), soft, porous bones and 
Buch consistency that the flesh may 
be penetrated with the finger or easily 
cut with a knife. "Usually, too, meat 
that Is well marbled or specked with 
fat Is of the tender kind. 

Flavor is a faotor that varies in 
about inverso rntio to tho natural ton- 
dernoss of meat. Those who appre- 
ciate good meat for Its own sake, and 
aside from artificial relishes supplied 
by the cook, prefer mature beef to 
veal, select shoulder of lamb In prefer- 
ence to the saddle, and' chooso a 
choice round steak rather than tender- 
loin. "Tho nearer the bono tho sweet- 
er the meat," and all are familiar with 
tho fact that meat from a shank soup 
bono has a higher flavor than loin 
steak. But, like tenderness, this. is a 
matter that lies largely at the mercy 
of tho cook. 

Proper color and attractlvo appear- 
ance are other points that make meat 
palatable. Good beef, when first cut, 
is a rich, dark red, which changes to 
a pale or bright cherry when exposed 
to tho air a short time. Veal varies 
from almost white to light red, and at 
Its best Is a pale pink. Mutton is dull 
brick red, and lamb cuts rango from 
whitish to a grayish pink. Pork varies 
from nearly white In young pigs to a 
pale red or rose shade In older ani- 
mals. The fat of all moat should bo

as nearly white as possible, free from 
clots or spots, and of a firm, clear con- 
sistency. 

Tho proportions and distribution of 
fat and lean determine to a large ex- 
tent tho nutritive value of -meat. An 
amplo outer layer of fat and abundant 
"marbling" of fat throughout tho lean 
aro Indications of a nutritious, tender 
and well-flavored steak. It is a com- 
mon mistake to object to the BO-callcd 
'Vaste fat" that choice meat must 
have, or to choose unfinished, lean cuts 
of beef or veal in order- to avoid It. 
Fat Is two and one-fourth times as nu- 
tritious ns lean meat, and although a 
limited amount Is sufficient for direct 
use, the remainder may be utilized to 
good advantage In other forms, like 
gravies and drippings, for which it is 
as good or better than butter. Some 
of those who insist on the leanest ba- 
con would find tho thicker, fatter 
gradoB equally palatable, and, though 
of Just as high quality, obtainable at 
half the price. Juiciness Is another 
important index of food value la meat, 
especially beef and mutton. The con- 
trast between a rich, Juicy roast and a 
dry stringy ono Is readily recognized. 
„ As to comparative economy, the 
chiof point is to select meat whoso 
market price Is commensurate with 
Its food value. Generally speaking, the 
net food cost of different cuts is al- 
most directly proportional to their 
market prices, because the relative 
prices are regulated chiefly by de- 
mand, and tho demand for meat Is 
based, in most cases, upon such points 
as the apparent tenderness, general 
appearanco and ease of cooking, rath- 
er than tho actual food value of the 
meat 

A general Indication of the food 
valuo of a given cut Is Its proportion 
of edible meat to waste bone, rind, 
gristle and other inedible parts. This 
can only bo determined accurately by 
weighing tho different parts of each 
cut. A Btudy of beef carcasses has 
been made along this line at tho Uni- 
versity of Illinois, Including also the 
amounts of lean and fat and tho chem- 
ical composition of the meat. Tho re- 
sults are presented and discussed In a 
bulletin (No. 158) which may bo ob- 
tained free by addressing tho Director, 
Agricultural Experiment Station, Ur- 
bann, 111.

All milk intended for babies should 
be pasteurized In tho homo. An ordi- 
nary double boiler that can bo ob- 
tained at any hardware shop at small 
cost furnishes a satisfactory way of 
pasteurizing milk without the use of 
expensive apparatus. Proceed as fol- 
lows: \ r 
' 1. Fill both parts of the double 
boiler with water. \ The depth of tho 
inner compartment should be such 
that when the nursing bottles aro 
placed therein tho' height or the wa- 
ter .will bo slightly abovo tho hegiht 
of the milk in thor bottles. 

2. Place tho double boiler on tho 
Btove and put the nursing bottles con- 
taining tho milk to bo pasteurized in 
tho water of tho Inner compartment. 
Tho to.ps of tho bottles should bo 
tightly stoppored with clean non- 
absorbent cotton. 

3. Place a dairy thermometer In 
the water. When the temperaturo of 
tho water reaches 150 degrees Fahren- 
heit remove tho double boiler to tho 
rear of tho stovo and allow It to stand 
covered for 30 to 40 minutes. 

4. Tho milk must then bo chlllod 
.quickly. Set tho bottles In a large 
dlshpan or bread pan containing cold 
water. Single bottles , can best be 
quickly chilled by holding the side 
of tho bottleB under the running water

5. As soon as tho milk is cold It 
should bo set in tho Ice box near the 
ice until needed. A full day's supply 
may be pasteurized at ono time In the 
manner described, but all pasteurized 
milk more than 24 hours old should 
bo thrown away. 



Nasturtiums. 
Nasturtiums, both tall and dwarf, 
should be grown In warm, sunny 
places. Thoy require a fairly moist 
situation. If very early effects are 
desired plants should be grown in- 
doors, but for ordinary purposes the 
seeds aro sown directly In their per- 
manent place. The common horticul- 
tural varieties may bo classed In two 
groups, tho dwarf bedding varieties 
and tho tall or climbing kinds. The 
dwarf varieties aro very compact and 
form small donBe bushes which are 
fairly hidden by bright blossoms. All 
shades of red and yellow mny bo ob- 
tained. Tho climbing varlotles aro 
luxurious climbers for verandas, and 
nre usoful for covering unsightly 
fences, banks and walls or to trail 
over rough, ugly ground.
